In  early  December,  Ford  Foundation  funds  were  used  to  organize  a  retreat /conference  at  which  26  administration, 
staff,  and  faculty  members  began  a  long  range  study  and  plan  for  Coahoma  Community  College's  future.  Working  teams 
were  established  in  the  Spring  Semester  to  examine  five  areas  of  the  college:  Administration,  Physical  Plant,  Instruction, 
Student  Affairs,  and  Iamge  and  Development.  More  than  60  staff,  faculty,  and  students  are  examining  these  areas  of  the 
college  and  how  they  can  be  more  effective  in  serving  the  five  county  district  of  Bolivar,  Coahoma,  Quitman,  Tallahatchie, 
and  Tunica  Counties.
